Wise — or Pinch-Drunk? 


The man smiled, he told the court, and an Andover police 
officer asked him what he was trying to do, be a wise guy? 

Maybe the man was going 35 miles through Andover 
Square; the lower court decided he was, and fined him ten 


dollars. But that’s no reason why any of our police officers 
should be anything less than a gentleman. 

You can enforce laws without being fresh about it. Just 
because you're young is no reason why you have to adopt an 
officious attitude to camouflage your youth. An officer gets 


We've seen it so often. Andover institutions talking down 
other Andover institutions, businesses belittling other busi- 
nesses, people talking about other people, always knowing 
more than the other people themselves know about their own 
affairs, and every single one of them in so doing proving that 
they're not worthy of the Andover we like to think our town is. 


None of us is much better than the other, really. The local 
jewelry store is just as important a jewelry store to the Town 
of Andover as the local bank is a bank or the local paper is a 
paper. Not one of us is being a true Andoverite if he isn’t loyal 
to the other or doesn’t do his darndest to support the other. 
We're all living together side-by-side, and we can do ourselves 


much farther in furthering the cause of respect of law by being 
gentlemanly about it, by engendering respect for himself. if 
an officer calls you “’a wise guy’’ there’s a temptation to be a 
wise guy and get away with everything you possibly can. 

We were stopped up on the state road in New Hampshire 
a few weeks back—and we should have been. The state police 
officer was very courteous, talked in a moderate voice and even 
said ‘’Sir’’, repeatedly. It left a very definite impression in our 
mind, a feeling of respect for the New Hampshire state police 
and a good feeling toward New Hampshire itself. Needless to 
say we’ve been easy on the accelerator since — and he didn’t 
have to call us a ‘’wise guy’’ to accomplish that. 

__ It,might be well to get all the young policemen together 
if it hasn‘t already been done, and explain to them that being 
a good officer doesn’t necessarily mean being officious, nasty 
and pinch-drunk. If they have been told that, most of them 
are following instructions, but one of them doesn’t seem to 
have yet learned the lesson. Maybe stricter measures with this 
one officer would help promote greater respect for law en- 
forcement and eliminate what might be really bad publicity 
for our town. If he’s like that in traffic cases, what will happen 
in something more exciting when his trigger finger might think 
somebody’s a wise guy.

The War Department has an- 
nounced that vacancies still exist 
in the primary pilot training class 
which begins October 15. Assign- 
ment to this class may be accomp- 
lished by immediate action taken 
by those young men interested in 
learning to fly. 

Application blanks can be ob- 
tained at any Army and Air Force 
recruiting station. In order to quali- 
fy, applicants must be between the 
ages of 20 and 2644, unmarried and 
agree to remain unmarried during 
the training period, and have 
earned at least one-half of the 
credits leading to a degree at an 
accredited college or university, or 
be able to pass an educational ex- 
amination (men with the required 
credits will be exempt from taking 
this examination). In addition, all 
applicants must reside within the 
continental limits of the United 
States. Those men of excellent 
character, sound physique, and in 
good health besides possessing the 
other qualifications, will join the 
organization that leads the field in 
the development of greater things 
for aviation. 

Building the air power necessary 
to keep the peace, places new re 
sponsibilities on the Air Force. The 
need for continuing supperiority in 
military aviation demands that in- 
creased emphasis be placed upon 
the development of techniques and 
equipment that eventually become 
a part of the Army Air Force.
